Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  statutorily  required  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  conditions  pertaining  to  the  Borough  during  the 
year  1956. 

Births 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  1956  was  589.  When 
it  is  recalled  that  the  number  born  in  1953,  1954  and  1955  were  respec- 
tively 520,  512  and  509,  the  substantial  nature  of  the  increased  number 
of  births  in  1956  will  be  appreciated. 

The  crude  birth  rate  at  17.92  per  thousand'  was  consequently 
2 per  thousand  higher  in  1956  than  in  1955.  Application  of  the 
Registrar-General’s  comparability  factor  yields  an  adjusted  rate  of 
17.74  per  thousand,  which  is  2 per  thousand  higher  than  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

Eighteen  births  were  illegitimate,  comprising  3.05  per  cent-,  of 
live  born  children.  The  illegitimacy  rate  in  England  and  Wales  was 
4.6  per  cent. 

Deaths 

The  deaths  of  persons  normally  resident  in  the  Borough  num- 
bered 334,  some  14  fewer  than  in  1955,  and  corresponding  closely  to  the 
335  average  of  1951-55.  The  crude  death  rate  of  10.16  per  thousand 
is  the  lowest  level  attained  in  post  war  years.  The  adjusted  death  rate 
of  10,87  per  thousand  maintains  a favourable  differential  over  that  of 
England  and  Wales  at  11.7  per  thousand. 

Only  nine  live  born  infants  died  within  a year  of  birth.  The 
resulting  infant  mortality  rate  of  15.3  per  thousand  is  8.5  per  thousand 
less  than  the  rate  obtaining  in  England  and  Wales. 

In  contrast,  the  number  of  still  births  showed  an  increase  above 
the  average  of  1951-55.  The  still  birth  rate  of  20.0  per  thousand  total 
births  compares  with  a rate  of  23.0  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

Population 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  in 
1956  was  32,860,  an  increase  since  1955  of  870.  Of  this  total,  natural 
increase  (i.e.  excess  of  births  over  deaths)  contributed  255,  and  the 
remaining  615  was  derived  by  migration  into  the  Borough. 
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Infectious  Disease 

The  general  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was  rela- 
tively light  in  respect  of  measles,  scarlet  fever  and  pneumonia.  Fol- 
lowing two  years  of  very  light  incidence  in  1954  and  1955,  whooping 
cough  was  again  prevalent. 

There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  ; an  isolated  case  of 
dysentery  occurred. 

The  year  passed  without  a case  of  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria  : 
this  is  the  tenth  consecutive  year  without  a case  of  diphtheria. 

A mass  radiography  survey  revealed  a low  incidence  of  Tuber- 
culosis in  those  examined. 

In  the  field  of  protective  inoculation  there  has  been  an  encourag- 
ing increase  in  the  uptake  of  smallpox  vaccination  and  in  diphtheria 
and  whooping  cough  immunisation.  Protection  against  tetanus  was 
made  available  in  the  form  of  a combined  inoculation  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  of  13-year-old  school 
children  was  continued. 

A small  number  of  children  received  poliomyelitis  vaccination 
under  the  introductory  scheme  in  the  first  half  of  the  year.

In  the  Table  on  page  9,  male  and  female  deaths  have  been 
allocated  to  the  various  causes  according  to  the  Short  List  of  the 
Registrar-General,  and  the  total  deaths  of  each  cause  further  analysed 
into  age  groups,  and  according  to  the  Ward  in  which  they  were 
domiciled. 

Age  at  Death 

Of  the  total  of  334  deaths  : — 

144  i.e.  43  per  cent,  occurred  in  persons  75  years  and  over. 

227  i.e.  68  per  cent,  occurred  in  persons  65  years  and  over. 

288  i.e.  86  per  cent,  occurred  in  persons  55  years  and  over. 

309  i.e.  93  per  cent,  occurred  in  persons  45  years  and  over. 

Of  the  remaining  25  deaths  between  the  ages  of  0-45,  9 occurred 
in  the  first  year  of  life  and  16  between  the  ages  of  1-45 — a low  mortality 
both  in  the  first  year  and  in  the  later  age  group. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  14  fewer  than  in  1955,  distributed 
5 fewer  under  45,  2 fewer  45-55  and  7 fewer  in  the  75  plus  group. 
Twenty-one  fewer  deaths  in  the  65-75  group  were  counterbalanced  by 
twenty-one  more  deaths  in  the  55-65  group. 


Principal  Causes  of  Death 

The  principal  causes  of  death  in  the  population  as  a whole,  in- 
cluding those  normally  domiciled  within  the  Borough,  but  who  died 
away  from  home,  e.g.  in  hospital,  are  shown  in  the  table  below,  together 
with  the  corresponding  figures  for  the  seven-year  period  1947-53.

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  these  causes  were  responsible 
for  four  out  of  every  five  deaths.  While  deaths  from  heart  and  re- 
spirator}' diseases  are  at  average  level,  deaths  from  both  cancer  and 
intra-cranial  vascular  lesions  are  above  average.

In  the  over  75’s,  intra-cranial  vascular  lesions  caused  one  quarter 
of  the  deaths,  the  highest  proportion  noted  since  1948. 

Deaths  from  intra-cranial  vascular  lesions  are  also  at  a high 
level  and  present  only  unusual  feature  of  the  55-65  group. 

Between  65-75,  deaths  from  cancer  were  appreciabh^  above  the 
average  level.

Nine  children  died  under  the  age  of  1 year  ; an  infant  mortality 
rate  of  15.28  per  thousand  live  births.  Attention  was  drawn  in  last 
year’s  report  to  the  progressive  decline  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  over 
the  past  25  years  and  to  the  rapid  decline  within  the  past  five  years.  It 
would  be  premature  to  suggest  that  the  figure  for  1956  represents  a con- 
tinuance of  that  trend  and  that  an  infant  mortality  rate  in  the  region  of 
15  would  become  the  new  norm.  However,  the  fact  remains  that  such 
a figure  has  been  attained  in  association  with  the  largest  number  of 
births  on  record,  and  includes  an  infectious  disease  element  amounting 
to  one-third  of  the  total.

The  dramatic  increase  in  births,  associated  with  a low  general 
death  rate,  was  responsible  for  the  sudden  reversal  of  the  tledining 
natural  increase.  Movement  of  population  into  the  Borough  was  of 
similar  order  to  that  in  1955.

SECTION  II 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA 


Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority 

Full  particulars  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Council, 
Medical,  Sanitary  and  Clerical,  including  in  each  case  information  as  to 
their  special  diplomas  or  certificates  of  qualification  as  well  as  their 
offices  and  duties,  have  been  incorporated  on  page  3 at  the  beginning 
of  this  Report. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Royal  Hampshire  County 
Hospital,  Winchester,  continued  to  undertake  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  pathological  material,  water,  sewage,  milk  and  other 
foodstuffs  : serological  examinations  (other  than  that  of  Venereal 
Disease)  : and  routine  examinations  of  milk  and  ice-cream  (phos- 
phatase and  methjdene  blue  tests).  These  services  were  extensively 
used  and  appreciation  is  recorded  of  the  co-operation  and  help  received 
from  the  Laboratory. 

The  services  of  the  Southampton  County  Borough  Analyst  were 
available  for  chemical  analysis  of  water,  sewage,  etc. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Ambulance  Service  organised  by  the  County  Council  under 
the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  continued  to 
operate  locally  from  a Sub-station  in  Leigh  Road,  under  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Main  Station  for  the  Central  Ambulance  Area  of  the  County 
at  Winchester.  The  effective  deployment  of  ambulances  within  the 
area  requires  that  movements  be  co-ordinated  by  the  Main  Station  to 
which  all  requests  should  be  directed  : — 

{a)  Advance  Bookings  : Senior  Head  Driver,  Winchester  Ambu- 
lance Station,  Kingsley  Place,  Stanmore,  Winchester. 

(b)  Ambulance  Calls  : Telephone  Winchester  2536. 

(c)  Emergency  Calls  : Dial  999  asking  for  Ambulance  (arrange- 

ments have  been  made  with  the  telephone  service  to 
direct  such  calls  from  the  Borough  to  the  Winchester 
Station). 

Long  distance  journeys  are  arranged  through  the  County  Ambu- 
lance Officer,  The  Castle,  Winchester  (Telephone  : Winchester  4411, 
extension  224). 
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Hospital  Car  Service. — The  transport  to  and  from  hospital  of 
non-urgent,  non-in fectious  cases,  which  do  not  require  lifting  or  the 
services  of  an  ambulance,  may  be  arranged  through  the  Hospital  Car 
Service  (administered  jointly  by  the  Order  of  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade,  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  as 
agents  of  the  County  Council)  on  application  to  the  hospitals  which 
the  patient  is  to  attend. 

Domiciliary  Nursing  and  Midwifery 

The  Area  was  satisfactorily  covered  as  regards  both  nursing  and 
midwifery  services.  During  the  year  two  nurses  resident  in  Chandler’s 
Ford  were  providing  midwifery  and  general  nursing  services  there, 
while  two  midwives  and  three  whole  time  general  nurses  covered 
Bishopstoke  and  Central  Eastleigh. 

Health  Visiting 

The  area  was  covered  for  health  visiting  during  the  year  by  two 
health  visitors  working  solely  within  the  Borough  and  two  other  visitors 
working  part-time  within  the  Borough. 

Home  Help  Service 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a continuing  demand  for  help 
in  the  home,  mainly  from  the  aged  and  infirm  and  chronically  sick  and 
mainly  provided  at  modified  charges  or  without  charge. 

Application  for  help  should  be  made  to  the  Divisional  Organiser, 
Red  House,  Romsey  Road,  Eastleigh  (Telephone  : Eastleigh  2558). 

Day  Nursery 

The  Day  Nursery,  Tankerville  House,  Romsey  Road,  continued 
to  maintain  places  for  50  children,  admitted  in  the  following  order  of 
preference  : — 

(1)  Children  whose  mothers  are  obliged  to  work. 

(2)  Children  whose  mothers  are  ill  or  unable  for  some  special 

reason  to  care  for  them  themselves. 

(3)  Overcrowded  home  conditions. 

(4)  Children  suffering  from  some  disability  who  have  been 
especially  recommended. 

During  the  year  the  continued  use  of  the  Day  Nursery  was 
under  review  by  the  County  Council  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
proposals  had  been  made  to  the  Minister  of  Health  to  amend  their 
existing  proposals  under  Section  22  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
194G,  to  permit  the  closure  of  the  Tankerville  Day  Nursery.

TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS. 
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Mass  Radiography 

The  Southampton  Mass  Radiography  Unit  is  accessible  during 
the  year,  sessions  being  held  on  each  Monday,  1.30-4  and  5-7  p.m. 

In  January  and  February  the  Unit  revisited  the  Borough,  sur- 
veying the  major  industries  as  well  as  providing  facilities  for  school 
children  and  the  general  public.  Instead  of  locating  the  unit  centrally 
as  in  previous  years  at  the  Chamberlayne  Road  Clinic,  an  effort  was 
made  to  take  the  Unit  to  the  peo])le.  The  main  site  by  the  entrance  to 
the  Car  Park  offered  excellent  opportunity  for  attracting  the  passer-by 
as  well  as  being  close  to  the  Railway  Station  and  Bus  stance.  Visits 
were  also  paid  to  the  Nightingale  Avenue  Housing  Estate,  Manor  Farm 
Estate,  Hiltingbury  Camp  and  the  Fairground,  Chandler’s  Ford. 

Statistics  relating  to  this  survey  showed  that  a good  response 
was  obtained,  the  total  number  X-rayed  being  500  more  than  at  the 
previous  survey  in  1954.  General  public  attendances  increased  by 
19  per  cent.,  while  63  per  cent,  more  employees  of  private  firms  were 
examined. 

Out  of  the  4,034  persons  X-rayed,  8 cases  were  discovered  of 
previously  unknown  tuberculosis.  Only  two  of  these  were  deemed  to 
be  in  need  of  immediate  treatment  ; an  immediate  treatment  rate  of 
0.5  per  thousand  as  compared  with  a rate  of  1.4  per  thousand  in  1954. 
This  represents  a very  low  incidence  of  tuberculous  disease  in  those 
examined. 


Hospitals 

General. — General  medical  and  surgical  hospital  services  have  as 
in  the  past  been  rendered  by  the  Royal  Hampshire  County  Hospital, 
Winchester,  the  Royal  South  Hants  Hospital,  Chest  Hospital,  "Borough” 
Hospital  and  Children’s  Hospital,  Southampton. 

Sanatoria. — Female  cases  were  accommodated  at  Hursley  Road 
Sanatorium  and  Fryern  Hill  Sanatorium,  Chandler’s  Ford,  male  cases 
were  accommodated  at  The  Mount  Sanatorium,  Bishopstoke,  and 
children  at  The  White  House,  Milford-on-Sea. 

Isolation. — Cases  requiring  hospitalisation  have  in  the  main  been 
accommodated  at  the  Victoria  Isolation  Hospital,  Winchester,  and  the 
Chest  Hospital,  Southampton.  Special  arrangements  were  continued 
in  respect  of  cases  of  Poliomyelitis,  children  being  admitted  to  the  Lord 
Mayor  Treloar’s  Hospital,  Alton,  and  adults  to  the  Chest  Hospital, 
Southampton. 

Patients  requiring  hospitalisation  of  any  description  have  been 
placed  either  by  direct  arrangement  with  the  hospital,  or  via  the  Win- 
chester Bed  Service  (Telephone  No.  ; Winchester  2261),  or  Southamp- 
ton Bed  Bureau  (Telephone  No.  : Southampton  25117). 
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Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes 

Hospital  Service. — Rookwood  Maternity  Home,  Allbrook, 
operates  as  a subsidiary  of  the  Maternity  Unit  of  the  Borough  Hospital, 
Southampton. 

Private. — No  private  Nursing  Homes  are  registered  under  the 

Act.

Byelaws 


Under  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  Scheme,  1936,  it  was  enacted 
inter-alia,  that  all  Byelaws  made  before  1st  January,  1933,  ceased  to 
be  in  force  on  the  expiry  of  two  years  from  9th  November,  1936,  unless 
previously  repealed  or  altered.  Accordingly,  the  following  Byelaws

Males  were 
affected  in  84  cases,  some  thirteen  per  cent  more  than  the  74  cases  in 
females. 

The  disease  was  epidemic  in  the  first  seven  months  of  the  year, 
with  small  outbreaks  of  44  cases  in  the  South  Ward  in  May  and  June, 
and  of  40  cases  in  Chandler’s  Ford  in  the  latter  half  of  June  and  July. 
After  a clear  interlude  of  twelve  weeks,  seven  cases,  mainly  in  the 
Bishopstoke  area,  occurred  in  November. 

The  relative  distribution  of  cases  in  the  various  wards  during 
the  past  two  years  is  shown  below  : —

The  highest  incidence  is,  of  course,  in  the  wards  subject  to  the 
outbreaks  mentioned  above.  It  will  be  noted  that  while  the  general 
incidence  was  approximately  one-third  of  that  in  1955,  the  actual 
number  of  cases  in  the  South  Ward  was  of  the  same  order  in  both  years. 
In  contrast,  the  1956  incidence  in  the  West  Ward  was  one-seventh  of 
that  in  1955. 

Despite  the  smaller  total  number  and  their  irregular  geogra- 
phical distribution,  the  age  groups  were  affected  in  very  similar  pro- 
portions to  last  year.

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It  is  of  interest  to  note  also,  that  of  the  44  children  affected  in 
the  South  Ward,  one  in  three  were  under  school  age,  while  of  the  40 
children  affected  in  Chandler’s  Ford,  one  in  ten  were  under  school  age. 
Of  the  sporadic  cases  in  the  heavily  child  populated  West  and  Bishop- 
stoke  Wards,  incidence  was  heavier  in  the  pre-school  children  than 
in  those  between  five  and  ten.

Whooping  Cough 

After  two  years  (1954-1955)  of  very  light  incidence,  it  is  not 
surprising  to  find  that  whooping  cough  was  fairly  prevalent  in  1956. 
Even  so,  the  total  incidence  of  139  cases,  72  male,  67  female,  was  not 
unduly  high. 

The  course  of  the  epidemic  followed  very  closely  that  of  the 
measles  outbreak  and  with  one  exception,  all  cases  fell  within  the  first 
seven  months  of  the  year.  The  West  Ward,  which  was  but  lightly 
touched  by  measles,  was  predominantly  affected,  cases  occurring 
throughout  the  entire  period.  In  contrast,  the  Chandler’s  Ford  cases 
were  concentrated  within  the  same  period  as  the  measles  outbreak,  i.e. 
June  and  July.  No  concentration  of  cases  occurred  in  other  Wards.

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From  this  it  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been  a dramatic  drop 
in  the  incidence  of  the  disease  in  the  1-2  age  group  and  a somewhat 
lesser  decline  in  incidence  in  the  first  year  of  life.  It  is  in  these  age 
groups  that  such  a decline  is  to  be  specially  welcome.  While  it  would 
be  inadvisable  to  draw  too  hasty  conclusions  upon  one  year’s  experi- 
ence, it  will  be  seen  below  that  the  1-2  year  group  contain  the  highest 
number  of  children  effectively  immunised  against  whooping  cough. 

Multiple  cases  in  27  families  accounted  for  61  of  the  total  cases. 
Twenty  families  had  two  cases  ; seven  families  had  three  cases.  Of 
the  twenty  families  with  two  cases,  the  onset  was  simultaneous  in  11 
instances  and  in  seven  of  tho.se  both  children  were  under  school  age. 
Of  the  remaining  0 instances  in  which  the  children  were  affected  con- 
secutively, the  first  child  affected  was  of  scliool  age  in  a majority  (6)  of 
the  cases. 

Whooping  Cough  Immunisation 

A scheme  for  Whooping  Cough  immunisation  was  inaugurated 
on  May  9th,  1955. 

The  County  Council,  being  the  Local  Health  Authority,  received 
Ministerial  approval  to  their  proposals  to  make  arrangements  for  im- 
munisation against  Whooping  Cough  and  consequently  undertakes  the 
supply  of  vaccines  and  financial  responsibility  for  the  operation  of  the 
scheme.  The  local  administration  of  the  scheme  is  devolved  upon  the 
district  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Stocks  of  Suspended  Pertussis  Vaccine  (i.e.  for  VV'hooping  Cough 
immunisation  alone).  Suspended  Diphtheria  Pertussis  Vaccine  (i.e. 
for  the  combined  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  \\  hooping 
Cough)  and  of  ITiple  Antigen  (i.e.  for  the  combined  immunisation 
against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanias)  are  held  at  the 
Health  Department,  40,  Leigh  Road,  and  arc  available  to  practitioners 
in  the  area,  to  Chihl  Welfare  and  Immunisation  Clinics,  and  to  im- 
munisation sessions  held  ])eriodically  at  schools  in  association  with  the 
Diphtheria  immunisation  scheme. 

With  each  type  of  vaccine,  three  injections  at  intervals  of  at 
least  a month  are  recpiired  to  effect  satisfactory  primary  immunisation. 

As  illustrated  in  the  report  for  1953  it  is  most  desirable  to  estab- 
lish an  immunity  reaction  as  early  as  possible  in  the  first  year  of  life. 
Immunisation  should  therefore  be  started  at  3-4  months  and  advantage 
taken  of  the  simultaneous  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus 
available  in  the  Triple  Antigen  \’accine.  The  Pertussis  vaccine  is 
available  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  young  child  who  has  previously  been 
immunised  against  diphtheria  or  for  reinforcing  jirevioiis  immunisation 
against  whooping  cough. 

Information  is  now  being  sent  to  the  mothers  of  infants,  when  the 
infant  reaches  the  age  of  2|  moi.ths,  advising  them  of  the  facilities  avail- 
able and  encouraging  them  to  take  advantage'  of  these  facilities. 
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The  effect  of  immunisation  is  to  put  the  bodily  defences  in  a state 
of  readiness  to  counteract  infection  by  the  micro-organism  responsible 
for  causing  the  disease.  Depending  upon  the  scale  and  vigour  of  the 
surprise  attack,  it  may  be  able  to  repel  the  attack  without  there  being 
any  disturbance  to  the  normal  health  or  it  may  succeed  only  in  delaying 
the  progress  of  the  attack  while  reserve  forces  are  called  up.  It  follows, 
therefore,  that  cases  of  whooping  cough  are  going  to  occur  in  children 
who  have  been  immunised  and,  equally,  that  this  does  not  mean  that 
such  children  have  derived  no  benefit  from  immunisation. 

The  demands  for  vaccine  indicate  that  the  Triple  Antigen  is  now 
being  predominantly  used  for  the  primary  immunisation  of  children 
under  the  age  of  live.  No  child  under  the  age  of  1,  sixteen  children 
aged  1-4,  and  nine  children  aged  5-14 — a total  of  twenty-five — ^were 
immunised  against  whooping  cough  alone,  whereas  482  were  immunised 
in  conjunction  with  diphtheria  or  diphtheria  and  tetanus. 

The  following  table  indicates  the  number  of  children  under  the 
age  of  five  who  are  known  to  have  been  immunised  against  whooping 
cough  at  the  end  of  the  year.

This  shows  a fairly  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  pre- 
school children  immunised.  There  has  been  some  improvement  in  the 
numbers  immunised  in  the  first  year,  but  the  second  year  is  still  the 
predominant  period  for  the  completion  of  immunisation. 


Scarlet  Fever 

Nine  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  : the  average  figure  for 
the  past  four  years  is  9.5.  Six  of  the  cases  were  in  children  of  school 
age,  attending  four  primary  schools.  The  two  pre-school  children  were 
the  only  cases  in  the  same  family.  Cases  occurred  in  all  Wards  except 
Bishopstoke,  one-third  of  them  in  the  West  Ward.  Seven  of  the  cases 
occurred  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year. 
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Puerperal  Psrrexia 

Twenty-nine  instances  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified  in 
nursing  home  patients.  The  causation  of  the  pyrexia  was  attributed

Five  notifications  of  pneumonia  were  received  during  the  year, 
one  of  which  was  attributed  to  influenza.  Except  for  a child  of  two, 
the  cases  were  in  the  over  forty  range. 

Erysipelas 

Only  one  case  of  this  disease  was  notified,  the  lowest  on  record. 
For  the  past  seven  years,  i.e.  1950-56,  the  number  of  cases  per  year  has 
ranged  between  five  and  one.  In  the  preceding  seven  years,  1943-49, 
the  annual  number  of  cases  ranged  between  five  and  thirteen.

Poliomyelitis 

No  case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year, 
nor  was  advice  received  of  any  contact  with  the  disease  in  other  areas. 


Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

A national  scheme  for  vaccination  against  poliomj^elitis  by 
means  of  home  produced  vaccine  was  launched  in  the  first  quarter  of 
1956,  through  Lt)cal  Health  Authorities. 

Parents  were  invited  to  register  with  the  County  Medical  Officer 
their  wish  that  their  children  wlio  were  born  in  the  years  1947-54 
inclusive  should  be  vaccinated.  When  registrations  closed  on  31st 
March,  505  ai)]')lications  had  been  received  from  parents  within  the 
Borough. 

In  May  the  Ministry  of  Health  determined  that  in  the  first 
instance  vaccination  would  be  offered  to  children  born  in  November 
in  the  years  1947-54  and  in  March  in  the  years  W51-54.  Of  those  m 
the  selected  groups,  53  were  vaccinated  at  Special  Clinics  by  the  30th 
June  when  vaccination  was  suspended. 

The  (luota  of  vaccine  did  not  allow  of  any  further  vaccination 
during  the  year.

Food  Poisoning 

No  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified  during  the  year. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  further  legislation  in  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955,  became  operative.  This  was  direction  towards  the 
promotion  of  hygienic  food  handling  and  is  referred  to  in  its  local 
application  later  in  the  report. 

Dysentery 

An  isolated  case  of  Sonne  d3^sentery  was  notified  in  a mother  at 
17  Families  Camp.  Her  children  were  not  affected,  nor  were  any  of  the 
part)^  of  children  for  whom  she  assisted  in  the  preparation  of  sand- 
wiches. 

Diphtheria 

The  Borough  has  now  been  free  of  diphtheria  for  ten  3"ears. 
While  this  is  a gratifying  record,  more  important  is  the  next  ten  years 
and  if  their  record  is  to  be  the  same,  the  continued  co-operation  of 
parents  in  having  their  children  immunised  and  re-immunised  is  a vital 
contribution  towards  that  end. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

Facilities  for  diphtheria  immunisation  were  maintained  during 
the  year. 

The  introduction  of  whooping  cough  immunisation  and  the 
advocacy  of  simultaneous  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whoop- 
ing cough  by  means  of  a combined  antigen,  has  necessitated  advance- 
ment of  the  timing  of  primary  immunisation  of  infants  to  3-4  months. 
The  purpose  of  this  is  as  indicated  earlier  in  the  report  under  whooping 
cough  immunisation.  When  the  baby  is  24  months,  each  mother  of  a 
baby  known  to  be  in  the  area  is  acquainted  of  the  facilities  b3^  means  of 
which  she  may  have  her  baby  immunised,  and  is  urged  to  have  this  done 
whether  by  her  own  doctor,  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  or  at  a special 
morning  clinic  held  in  conjunction  with  the  School  Clinic.  Leaflets 
and  Official  Paid  Cards  supplied  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  are  utilised 
in  this  connection.  Where  the  mother  indicates  that  she  would  like  her 
own  doctor  to  perform  the  immunisation,  he  is  advised  so  that  he  can 
make  any  personal  arrangements  desired  : in  other  instances,  an  in- 
vitation to  one  of  the  clinics  is  extended. 

With  the  co-operation,  and  indeed  the  universally  willing  co- 
operation, of  Head  Teachers,  arrangements  are  made  to  hold  immuni- 
sation sessions  at  each  school  periodicall3q  so  that  any  child  not  pre- 
viously immunised  may  be  immunised  and  so  that  previously  immunised 
children  may  have  their  immunity  reinforced  by  a single  injection — 
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this  is  recommended  at  intervals  of  five  years  during  school  life.  Cards 
are  issued  to  parents  from  the  school  to  acquaint  them  of  these  facilities 
and  of  the  desirability  of  reinforcement  of  previous  immunisation,  and 
so  that  written  consent  is  obtained  before  any  child  is  injected.  Cards 
are  only  issued  to  those  known  to  be  due  for  reinforcement  or  in  respect 
of  whom  no  record  of  primary  immunisation  is  held. 

In  Table  (A)  are  set  out  the  numbers  of  children  immunised  and 
re-immunised  in  each  year  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme.  These 
show  a good  response.  The  number  of  primary  immunisations  of 
under  fives  is  almost  up  to  that  of  the  peak  year  of  1949,  while  immu- 
nisation and  re-immunisation  of  school  children  are  at  satisfactory 
levels. 

Table  (B)  shows  the  overall  numbers  of  immunised  children  in 
age  groups  and  distinguishing  those  who  have  been  immunised  or  re- 
immunised within  the  last  five  years  and  who  are  therefore  presumed 
to  have  an  adequate  level  of  immunity.  These  indicate  a substantial 
increase  over  1955  in  the  numbers  immunised  within  the  last  five  years. 


Smallpox 

No  case  of  smallpox  occurred,  nor  was  any  contact  of  a case  re- 
sident in  the  Borough  during  the  year.

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The  number  of  children  vaccinated  in  the  first  year  of  life  during 
1956  shows  quite  a substantial  increase  over  that  of  1955  and  indicates 
an  acceleration  in  the  upward  trend  of  smallpox  vaccination  uptake 
which  commenced  in  1955.  There  were  admittedly  more  births  in 
1956  than  in  1955,  but  whereas  this  increase  was  of  the  order  of  16  per- 
cent., vaccinations  increased  by  28  per  cent. 

Mass  Radiography  Survey 

A further  survey  was  carried  out  in  the  Borough  by  the  South- 
ampton Mass  Radiography  Unit  from  January  9th  to  February  23rd, 
1956.  Special  arrangements  were  made  to  examine  employees  of 
British  Railways  and  Pirelli-General  Cable  Works. 

From  the  24th  January  to  23rd  February,  smaller  industries  and 
schools  were  catered  for  as  well  as  public  sessions.  On  former  occasions, 
the  public  sessions  were  held  at  the  Health  Centre,  Chamberlayne  Road. 
This  time,  the  mobility  of  the  unit  was  utilised  to  the  full  by  locating  it 
for  short  periods  on  strategic  sites  such  as  Nightingale  Avenue,  Fair 
Oak  Road,  Chandler’s  Ford  Fairground,  17  Families  Camp  and  for  a 
longer  period  on  the  Leigh  Road  Park  near  to  the  shopping  centre  as 
well  as  at  the  Health  Centre.  This  would  appear  to  have  contributed 
to  the  improved  response.  Some  500  more  were  X-rayed  than  at  the 
1954  survey.  General  public  attendances  increased  by  19  per  cent., 
while  63  per  cent,  more  employees  of  private  firms  were  examined. 

Excluding  British  Railways  and  Pirelli-General  employees, 
4,034  persons  were  X-rayed  and  were  derived  as  follows  : —

Of  this  number,  eight  newly  discovered  cases  of  pulmonarv 
tuberculosis  were  brought  to  light.  Only  two  of  these  were  deemed  to 
be  in  need  of  immediate  treatment ; an  immediate  treatment  rate  of 
0.5  per  thousand.  The  1954  figure  was  1.4  per  thousand.  This  repre- 
sents low  incidence  of  Tubercular  disease  in  those  examined.

B.C.G.  Vaccination 

The  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  thirteen-year-old  school  children, 
which  was  inaugurated  in  1955,  was  continued  during  the  3'ear.  In 
the  Autumn  term  247  children  were  vaccinated. 

Tuberculosis 

During  the  year  21  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  5 
new  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  in  respect  of 
persons  normally  resident  in  the  Borough.  Information  was  also 
received  that  a further  5 cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  had  moved 
into  the  district  from  other  areas. 

In  the  five  non-pulmonary  cases,  the  renal  tract  in  two  instances, 
wrist,  cervical  gland  and  sacro-iliac  joint  were  affected. 

The  age  and  sex  of  new  cases  within  the  Borough  is  shown  in  the 
table.  The  majority  of  female  cases  fell  in  the  15-25  age  group,  while 
in  males,  the  25-35  and  over  65  years  provided  the  majority  of  the  cases. 

Two  deaths  were  attributed  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  the 
lowest  number  so  far  recorded. 

Continuing  a policy  of  giving  favourable  consideration  to  the 
rehousing  of  tuberculous  applicants,  two  such  cases  were  re-housed 
during  the  year.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1956. 

The  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  comprises  Sections  R’., 
V.  and  VI.  of  this  report,  dealing  with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of 
the  District,  Housing,  and  the  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 
respectively. 

The  completion  of  the  sewer  extensions  in  Chestnut  Avenue 
and  St.  Margaret’s  Road,  the  proposed  major  extension  of  the  Chicken- 
hall  sewerage  purification  works  and  the  proposed  relief  sewer  at 
Fair  Oak,  together  with  refuse  disposal,  smoke  abatement,  rats  and 
mice  destruction,  and  the  use  of  caravans  as  temporary  dwellings, 
have  been  the  principal  sanitary  problems  dealt  with  by  the  Council 
during  the  year  1956,  and  short  reports  on  all  these  items  have  been 
included  in  Section  IV. 

The  number  of  new  houses  built  within  the  Borough  during 
1956  was  423,  as  compared  with  422  in  1955.  The  number  of  houses 
inspected  and  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Act  was  273,  of  which 
20  were  considered  for  demolition.  Only  three  applications  were 
received  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  under  the  provisions  of  Part  II. 
of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954,  and  further  details  of 
the  Housing  work  carried  out  are  supplied  in  Section  V.  of  the  Report. 

The  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  at  the  Bacon  Factory  during 
1956  was  42,198,  which  is  a decrease  of  4,380  compared  with  the 
previous  year’s  figure  of  46,578.  During  the  year,  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations,  1955,  came  into  operation  and  a report  on  this  and  other 
items  is  included  in  the  Report.

Eastleigh  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Southampton  Corpora- 
tion Waterworks,  and  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  C.  A.  Bradley,  B.Sc,, 
M.I.C.E.,  A.M.I.Mech.E.,  M.I.W.E.  (Waterworks  Engineer  and  Mana- 
ger), for  the  following  information. 

('/)  The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  during  the 
year  1956  has  been  satisfactory  («)  in  quantity  and  (b)  in 
quality. 

(//)  Regular  Ixictcriological  examinations  are  made  of  all  water 
supplied  by  the  Southampton  Corporation. 

All  water  from  the  Corporation’s  sources  of  supply  is 
treated  before  distribution. 

The  supply  to  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  may  be  afforded 
from  any  one  or  more  of  the  three  following  sources  ; 

Wells  in  the  chalk  at  Otterbourne. 

Wells  in  the  chalk  at  Twyford. 

River  Itchen  at  Otterbourne. 

After  treatment  the  waters  from  the  above  three  sources 
are  pumped,  as  required,  to  the  various  areas  supplied,  and 
separate  zones  of  supply  for  the  distribution  of  the  water 
from  each  source  are  not  maintained.  Samples  of  the 
treated  water  for  bacteriological  examination  are  taken 
at  various  points,  and  the  three  following  groups  of  samples 
are  submitted  as  covering  the  whole  of  the  supply  to 
Eastleigh,  which  must  pass  through  one  or  other  of  the 
following  service  reservoirs  ;

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(6)  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  drainage  system  of  the  district  is  of  the  "Partly  Combined” 
and  "Separate”  systems  and  the  whole  of  the  district  is  sewered  with 
the  exception  of  small  areas  at  "Stoke  Common,”  "Boyatt”  and 
"Chandler’s  Ford.” 

During  the  year  under  review  the  proposed  extension  of  the  foul 
water  sewer  in  Chestnut  Avenue  was  completed  and  a further  extension 
of  the  Bishopstokc  sewer  was  laid  between  Church  Road  and  St.  Mar- 
garet’s Road  which  enabled  a number  of  cesspools  to  be  abolished. 

Further  consideration  was  given  by  the  Council  to  a major 
extension  of  the  Chickcnhall  Sewerage  Purification  Works  and  the 
provision  of  a relief  sewer  for  the  Fair  Oak /Bishopstoke  area,  when  the 
Council  adopted  a scheme  proposed  by  the  Borough  Engineer  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  £125,000. 

The  scheme  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government,  who,  after  an  informal  inquiry  by  their  Senior 
Engineering  Inspector,  indicated  general  agreement  with  the  Council’s 
proposals.

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{d)  Public  Cleansing  , 

There  has  been  no  change  during  the  year  in  the  method  of 
scavenging  the  area  during  1956.  Dry  house  refuse  is  removed  weekly 
in  mechanical  vehicles  and  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  a worked-out 
sand-pit  at  Fair  Oak.  This  tip  has  been  in  constant  use  for  the  last 
15  years  and  in  conjunction  with  the  appropriate  official  of  the  Borough 
Engineer’s  Department  it  is  kept  as  free  from  nuisance  as  possible. 
The  face  of  this  tip  is  treated  during  the  summer  months  to  prevent 
nuisance  from  flies  and  crickets  and  the  Assistant  Rodent  Officer 
treated  the  tip  in  February,  March,  July  and  September,  when  it  was 
estimated  that  one  hundred  and  forty-eight,  fifty-two,  forty-five  and 
fifty  rats  respectively  were  destroyed.  A treatment  that  was  to  have 
been  given  to  the  tip  during  the  latter  part  of  November  or  early 
December,  had  to  be  postponed  owing  to  the  illness  of  the  rodent 
operatives. 

One  complaint  was  received  during  the  3^ear  in  respect  of  the 
dumping  of  organic  refuse  from  a local  slaughter-house,  which  caused  a 
nuisance  from  fly  infestation.  This  nuisance  was  attended  to  and  no 
further  complaints  were  received. 

The  contents  of  pail  closets  are  collected  and  disposed  of  at  the 
Sewage  Works  for  filtration  and  the  contents  of  cesspools  are  collected 
by  mechanical  cesspool  emptiers  and  disposed  of  at  the  Sewage  Works 
or  in  a sewer.

(;■)  Shops 

During  1956,  one  hundred  and  two  visits  were  paid  to  shops, 
but  no  informal  notices  were  served  or  complied  with. 

{k)  Smoke  Abatement 

During  the  year  under  review,  several  of  the  major  fuel  burning 
plants  in  the  town  were  visited  and  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  visits 
were  still  in  progress. 

In  two  cases  the  visits  were  made  with  the  Officer  of  the  National 
Fuel  Efficiency  Service,  whose  advice  had  been  sought,  and  in  a third 
case  a Sub-Committee  of  the  Borough  Health  Committee  toured  the 
works  and  interviewed  the  Management  on  the  subjects  of  grit  emission, 
smoke,  fumes,  noise  and  vibration. 
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During  the  visits,  informal  discussions  regarding  proposed  im- 
provements of  the  various  plants  were  discussed  including  new  equip- 
ment and  the  training  of  stokers  and  boilerhouse  operatives  and  some 
useful  progress  was  made. 

Seven  complaints  in  respect  of  smoke  emission  were  received 
during  the  year.  Each  complaint  was  investigated  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  and  appropriate  advice  given. 


(/)  Rats  and  Mice 

The  systematic  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  in  the  Borough 
started  in  1944  under  the  old  1919  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act, 
and  now  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  was 
continued  throughout  the  year. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  three  complaints  were  received 
in  respect  of  the  British  Railways  and  one  complaint  in  respect  of  the 
allotments  adjoining  the  Motive  Power  Depot.  These  complaints 
were  investigated,  after  which  the  work  was  satisfactorily  carried  out. 

As  “no  takes”  had  been  recorded  in  the  sewers  since  1953,  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  informed  the  department 
that  our  obligation  under  the  1949  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 
Act  to  make  an  annual  10  per  cent,  test  of  the  sewers,  could  be  deferred 
until  1957.  No  test  was  therefore  carried  out  in  1956. 

A request  was  received  from  the  Hants  County  Council  asking 
if  we  would  undertake  to  keep  a large  school  and  grounds  free  from  rats 
and  mice.  This  the  department  undertook  to  do  and  these  premises 
are  now  being  regularly  treated. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  use  block  control  in  the  shopping 
centre  during  the  year  under  review,  but  several  shops  and  industrial 
undertakings  were  given  individual  treatments. 


Hampshire  No.  2 Workable  Areas  Committee. — Invitations  to 
attend  meetings  to  be  held  at  Fareham  on  the  13th  January,  1956,  and 
20th  July,  1956,  were  received  from  the  Divisional  Rodent  Officer, 
Reading,  and  representatives  from  the  Borough  were  present  at  both 
meetings.  Other  representatives  attending  were  from  ; Southampton, 
Portsmouth,  Havant,  Petersfield,  Gosport,  Fareham,  Droxford,  Haslar, 
British  Railways  and  the  Hampshire  Agricultural  Executive  Com- 
mittee, also  representatives  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  were  present.  There  is  no  doubt  that  these  meetings  serve  a 
very  useful  purpose  in  so  far  as  they  enable  Local  Authorities  to  obtain 
closest  liaison  and  co-operation  where  boundaries  meet.  It  also  enables 
Local  Authorities  to  question  the  Ministry  on  various  points  and  issues. 
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Technical  Refresher  Course,  Winchester. — A one-day  Refresher 
Course  was  held  at  Winchester  on  the  1st  November,  1Q56,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  Phis  was 
attended  by  the  Assistant  Rodent  Officer  and  the  two  Rodent  Opera- 
tives and  as  the  Ministry  sent  their  most  experienced  technical  expert 
to  preside  at  the  meeting,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  information  he  was 
able  to  impart  will  be  of  use  in  the  future. 


The  Borough  is  divided  into  two  sections  for  the  purpose  of 
rodent  control,  each  section  being  allocated  to  one  of  the  Rodent 
Operators.  All  complaints  which  were  received  from  each  area  were 
inspected  by  the  Assistant  Rodent  Officer,  and  from  the  source  of  the 
complaints  blocks  were  built  up  and  systematically  treated  by  the 
Operator  concerned. 


In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Assistant  Rodent  Officer,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Rodent  Operatives,  enforced  the  provisions  of  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  in  premises  outside  the  scope 
of  the  Private  Dwellings  Scheme.  This  included  visits  to  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works,  Refuse  Tip,  Council  Depot,  Business  Premises,  Fac- 
tories, Camps  and  agricultural  land.

Eight  applications  to  erect,  station  and  use,  movable  dwellings 
on  various  sites  within  the  Borough,  were  considered  by  the  Borough 
Health  Committee  during  the  year.  Two  of  the  applications  were  for 
the  renewal  of  licences  granted  in  1955,  both  of  which  were  renewed 
for  a limited  period.  The  other  six  were  fresh  applications,  four  of 
which  were  granted  for  a limited  period,  and  two  which  were  refused. 

One  caravan  was  stationed  on  a site  within  the  Borough  although 
the  application  to  station  the  caravan  on  the  site  had  been  refused  by 
the  Council.  Proceedings  were  taken  against  the  occupier  of  the 
caravan  and  the  owner  of  the  site,  both  of  whom  were  fined  for  the 
offence  The  occupier  of  the  caravan  was  subsequently  rehoused  by 
the  Council  in  a hut  at  Velmore  Camp  and  the  caravan  was  removed 

from  the  site.

Housing  Repairs 

Sixty-seven  complaints  in  respect  of  housing  defects  and  damp- 
ness were  received  in  the  Public  Health  Department  during  1956.  As 
in  former  years,  all  these  complaints  were  investigated  by  the  Public 
Health  Officers  and  where  action  was  found  to  be  necessary  the  owners 
were  first  dealt  with  informally. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  encourage  owners  to  carry  out  essential 
repairs  to  their  property  and  ninety-live  informal  notices  were  served 
during  the  year  under  review.  In  four  cases  only  was  it  found  neces- 
sary to  resort  to  formal  action.  No  work  in  default  of  the  owners  was 
executed  by  the  Council. 
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Certificates  of  Disrepair 

During  the  year  three  applications  were  received  for  Certificates 
of  Disrepair  under  the  provisions  of  Part  II  of  the  Housing  Repairs  and 
Rents  Act  1954,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  30th  August,  1954, 
and  all  three  were  granted.  Nine  houses  were  repaired  by  the  owners 
and  the  certificates  were  revoked  by  the  Council. 

Slum  Clearance 


Allbrook  and  Bishopstoke,  1955 

In  March,  1955,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  submitted  Official 
Reoresentations  in  respect  of  fifteen  houses  at  Allbrook  Hill  and  five 
Kes  at  Church  Road^  Bishopstoke,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
submitting  details  of  disrepair  and  sanitary  defects  which  made  the 
properties  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

The  Council  considered  the  reports  of  their  Officers  and  resolved 
that  eight  of  the  houses  in  Allbrook  numbered  43  to  57  (odd)  Allbrook 
Hill  be  defined  as  the  Allbrook  Hill  (North)  Clearance  Area,  1955  and 
the  clearance  of  the  area  be  secured  by  the  Corporation  purchasing 
the  land  comprised  in  the  area  and  demolishing  the  buil^ngs  thereon 
and  six  of  the  houses  numbered  62  to  72  (even)  Allbrook  Hill  be  defined 
as  the  Allbrook  Hill  (South)  Clearance  Area,  1955  and  deah  with  m a 
manner  similar  to  that  for  the  above,  with  the  addition  that  No.  74, 
Allbrook  Hill  and  the  field  at  the  rear  of  the  South  Clearance  Area  in- 
cluded in  the  purchase  arrangements  as  adjoining  land  which  is  rea- 
sonably necessary  for  satisfactory  development  or  user  of  the  cleared 

area. 

The  five  houses  in  Church  Road,  Bishopstoke,  numbered  47  to 
55  (odd)  Church  Road  were  defined  as  the  Church  Road  Clearance  .\rea, 
1955  and  the  clearance  of  this  area  to  be  secured  by  a Clearance  Area 
requiring  the  demolition  of  the  buildings  in  the  area. 

A copy  of  the  Council’s  Resolution  was  Awarded  to  the  Mjn- 
istrv  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  on  the  9th  August,  1955, 
the^Ministry  replied  requesting  the  Council  to  proceed  with  the  making 
of  the  above-mentioned  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  and  Clearance 
Area  At  the  end  of  November,  the  Council  decided  to  appl>  to  the 
M^ister  for  confirmation  of  the  Clearance  Area  and  two  Compidsory 
l^nrrhase  Orders  and  at  the  same  time  agreed  that  the  Mmistei  be 
informed  of  the’ Slum  Clearance  Programme  for  the  year  beginning 
1st  September,  1955. 

On  the  9th  lanuary.  1956,  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  informed  the  Council  that  one  objection  had  been  receiv  ed 
to  Allbrook  Hill  Nos.  1 and  2 Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  and  it  w a. 
propS  to  a„ange  for  a Hearing  to  be  held  at  the  Town  Hall  on 
Tuesday,  the  14th  February,  1956. 
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No  objections  were  received  by  the  Ministry  in  respect  of  the 
Church  Road  Clearance  Order,  1955.  The  premises  were  inspected 
by  an  Officer  from  the  Ministry  on  the  8th  February,  1956,  and  the 
Clearance  Order  was  confirmed  without  modification  by  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  on  the  19th  March,  1956. 

The  Hearing  of  objections  to  the  Allbrook  Hill  Nos.  1 and  2 
Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  was  held  in  the  Council  Chamber  at  the 
Town  Hall  on  Tuesday,  14th  February,  1956,  at  10.15  a.m.,  following 
which  the  Ministry  Inspector  visited  the  areas  and  inspected  the 
houses.  The  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  were  confirmed  by  the 
Minister  without  modification  on  the  5th  June,  1956,  and  the  occupiers 
of  the  houses  were  rehoused  by  the  Council  by  the  10th  August,  1956. 

Chandler’s  Ford  and  North  Stoneham,  1956 

On  the  8th  March,  1956,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  submitted 
Official  Representations  in  respect  of  fifteen  houses  at  Oakmount 
Road,  Fryern  Hill,  Chandler’s  Ford,  and  six  houses  in  Magpie  Lane, 
North  Stoneham,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  submitting  details 
of  the  individual  condition  of  the  houses  which  made  them  unfit  for 
human  habitation. 


The  properties  concerned  were  inspected  by  the  Sub-Standard 
Housing  Sub-Committee  on  the  26th  March,  1956,  following  which  the 
Council  resolved  that  nine  of  the  houses  in  Chandler’s  Ford  numbered 
1-9  (inclusive),  Winchester  Terrace,  Oakmount  Road,  Chandler’s  Ford, 
be  defined  as  the  “Winchester  Terrace  Clearance  Area,  1956’’  ; that  the 
three  houses  numbered  4 to  6 (inclusive)  Mount  Pleasant  Cottages,  Oak- 
mount Road,  Chandler’s  Ford  be  defined  as  the  “Mount  Pleasant 
Clearance  Area,  1956’’  ; and  the  six  houses  numbered  7 to  17  (odd) 
Magpie  Lane,  Eastleigh,  be  defined  as  the  “Magpie  Lane  Clearance 
Area,  1956  and  the  Council  proceed  to  deal  with  these  areas  by  way  of 
Compulsory  Purchase  Orders. 

A copy  of  the  Council’s  resolution  was  forwarded  to  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  on  the  27th  June,  1956,  the 
Ministry  replied  requesting  the  Council  to  proceed  with  the  making  of 
the  above-mentioned  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders.  In  September, 
1956,  the  Council  decided  to  apply  to  the  Minister  for  confirmation  of 
the  Purchase  Orders. 

No  objections  were  received  by  the  Ministry  in  respect  of  the 
above  orders  and  the  premises  were  inspected  by  an  Officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  the  19th  November 
1956.

Of  the  seven  houses  found  to  be  verminous,  four  were  infested 
with  bugs  and  three  with  fleas.  Three  of  the  houses  infested  with 
bugs  required  only  one  treatment,  the  other  house  receiving  two  treat- 
ments, Of  the  three  houses  infested  with  fleas,  only  one  treatment  was 
necessary  in  two  of  the  cases,  the  third  house  receiving  six  treatments 
over  a period  of  several  months. 

All  the  infested  houses  were  treated  with  Zaldecide. 
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SECTION  VI 

FOOD  HYGIENE 

Report  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
(A)  MILK 


(1)  Supply  anti  Distribution 

The  control  of  milk  production  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  but  Local  Authorities, 
who  may  or  may  not  be  Food  and  Drugs  Authorities,  control  the  pro- 
cessing and  distributive  sides.  The  Hampshire  County  Council,  who 
are  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority,  are  responsible  for  the  issue  of 
licences  to  Pasteurise  and  Sterilise  milk,  but  in  1950  the  ^unty  dele- 
gated their  powers  and  duties  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
^Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations,  1949,  to  the  Councils  of 
County  Districts. 

The  bulk  of  the  milk  sold  within  the  Borough  is  processed  in  two 
large  dairies,  both  of  which  have  “High  Temperature  Short  Time 
Plants  ’’  The  main  bottling  for  one  of  these  dairies  is  carried  oiit  at 
the  firm’s  dairy  in  Southampton.  At  the  other  premises  a Federal 
Dairy,’’  situated  within  the  Borough,  milk  is  pasteurised  for  retail  dis- 
tribution by  local  societies  in  Eastleigh  and  Winchester.  Both  dames 
supply  farm  bottled  “Tuberculin  Tested’’  milk  to  their  customers  and 
have  several  sources  of  supply.  A third  small  dairy  in  Chandler  s Ford 
pasteurises,  bottles  and  retails  milk  in  the  Borough.

Routine  sampling  of  the  various  milks,  clean  bottles,  detergents 
and  rinse  waters  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  Samples  are  trans- 
ported in  an  insulated  container  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Winchester,  where  they  are  submitted  to  bacteriological  examination 
free  of  charge. 

[a)  Pasteurised  Milk 

During  the  year  one  hundred  and  fourteen  samples  of  Pas- 
teurised Milk  were  taken  and  all  but  one  were  satisfactory.  This  sample 
complied  with  the  methlyene  blue  test  but  failed  the  phosphatase  test 
and  was  attributed  to  a fault  in  the  plant  which  was  rectified.  All 
subsequent  samples  proved  satisfactory. 

{b)  Sterilised  Milk 

This  milk  is  produced  at  one  of  the  dairies  and  is  processed  in 
special  bottles  which  are  hermetically  sealed. 

Twenty-six  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  all  complied 
with  the  turbidity  test. 

(c)  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk 

Both  dairies  receive  this  milk  already  bottled  from  the  farms, 
but  there  is  also  a considerable  amount  of  bulk  Tuberculin  Tested  milk 
which  is  treated  as  ordinary  milk  and  is  processed.  The  primary 
responsibility  for  the  standard  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  rests  with  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  but  the  Local  Authority 
have  power  to  take  samples.  One  sample  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk 
bottled  at  the  dairy  and  seventeen  samples  of  farm  bottled  milk  were 
taken  as  delivered  to  the  dairies.  All  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

{d)  Bottle  Washing  and  Filling  Plants 

Both  of  the  large  dairies  have  mechanical  bottle  washing  and 
filling  machines  in  which  the  returned  bottles  are  loaded  at  one  end 
and,  after  undergoing  cleansing  and  sterilising  treatment,  emerge  at  the 
other  end  to  be  automatically  filled  with  milk.  At  the  small  dairy  the 
bottles  are  hand-washed  and  the  care  taken  is  reflected  in  the  satis- 
factory results  obtained. 

Clean  bottles,  in  batches  of  six,  are  regularly  tested  for  sterility 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  accordance  with  the  following 
standard : ° 

Mean  Bottle  Count,  reckoned  as  per  pint  bottle  : 

Not  more  than  600  - - . Satisfactory 

Over  600  but  less  than  2,000  - Fairly  satisfactory 

Over  2,000  - - — _ Unsatisfactory 

Ninety-six  bottles  were  examined  and  of  these  ninety  were 
reported  as  Satisfactory”  and  six  as  “Unsatisfactory.”  In  addition 
to  bottle  sampling,  routine  samples  were  also  taken  of  the  detergents 
and  rinse  waters  used.  Fifteen  samples  of  detergent  and  twenty-two 
samples  of  rinse  water  were  taken  and  were  found  to  be  generally 
satisfactory.  The  hot  rinse  sections  receive  chlorination  in  order  to 
prevent  the  growth  of  organisms  in  the  rinse  water,  but  the  final  cold 
rinse  is  from  the  main  water  supply. 


(B)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 


(1)  Slaughter-houses 

The  Council  is  a constituent  member  of  the  Wessex  Slaughter- 
house Board,  which  carries  out  the  duties  of  the  local  authority  in 
relation  to  the  provision  of  public  slaughter-houses  and  slaughtermen 
and  ancillary  matters  in  conjunction  with  other  local  authorities  in 
Southern  Hampshire.  The  Board  licensed  one  private  slaughterhouse 
in  the  Borough  during  the  year,  namely  that  situated  at  the  Bacon 
Factory  of  Messrs.  Harris  (Eastleigh)  Ltd.,  a subsidiary  of  Messrs. 
Harris  (Caine)  Ltd. 

The  Bacon  Factory  is  sited  in  Byron  Road,  is  of  modern  con- 
struction, and  the  maintenance  is  of  a high  standard. 

In  addition  to  the  daily  slaughtering  and  processing  of  a large 
number  of  home-bred  pigs,  there  is  also  a considerable  trade  in  the 
smoking  of  imported  bacon.  No  small  goods  or  canned  goods  are 
processed  on  the  site,  but  the  premises  also  include  a wholesale  store 
from  which  are  despatched  canned  goods  to  the  retail  trade  in  the 
South  and  South-East  of  England. 

Recent  additions  and  improvements  at  the  Factory  include  a 
Mirrlees  Watson  Smoke  Control  House,  from  which  the  smoke  supply 
for  the  bacon  smoking  stoves  is  generated  and  controlled.  Hanging 
and  cooling  accommodation  has  been  considerably  extended,  and  a 
new  Mess  Hall,  Changing  Room  and  First  Aid  Room  are  now  in  use.

(2)  Visits  to  Food  Premises 

The  condition  of  food  premises,  and  the  methods  employed 
therein  is  controlled  by  powers  granted  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1955,  the  Food  Hygiene  Byelaws  made  under  Section  15  of  the  Act  and 
the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955,  made  under  Sections  13  and  123 
of  the  same  Act.  Constant  supervision  of  such  premises  is  maintained 
and  the  following  is  a summary  of  the  visits  paid  to  food  shops  and 
premises  within  the  Borough  during  1956  :

As  a result  of  the  numerous  visits  to  food  traders,  considerable 
repair  and  reconditioning  work  was  effected  to  the  various  premises. 
In  only  46  cases  was  it  found  necessary  to  resort  to  the  service  of 
Informal  Notices,  and  in  no  case  was  Statutory  Action  found  necessary. 
Of  the  46  Informal  Notices  served,  14  have  now  been  complied  with, 
and  other  work  is  pending. 


(3)  Diseased  or  Unsound  Meat  and  Food 


As  a result  of  the  above  inspections,  various  diseased  or  unsound 
conditions  were  discovered  as  detailed  in  the  following  tables.  The 
amount  of  tuberculosis  is  shown  in  Table  I.  and  the  other  diseased  con- 
ditions in  Table  II.  Table  III.  shows  the  number  of  carcases  and  the 
percentage  incidence  of  disease.  Table  IV.  shows  the  amount  of  meat 
and  other  foods  surrendered  on  account  of  unsoundness.  In  all  cases 
where  the  food  was  not  subject  to  the  disposal  instructions  of  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  it  was  collected  and  disposed  of  by  the  Department. 
All  condemned  food  suitable  for  animal  feeding  is  disposed  of  through 
the  Council’s  Salvage  Scheme.  Food  which  is  unsuitable  for  this 
purpose  is  disposed  of  at  the  refuse  tip  and  every  precaution  is  taken 
to  ensure  that  it  is  suitably  buried. 

Both  traders  and  the  public  seek  advice  regarding  suspected  food 
and  during  the  year  one  hundred  and  forty-nine  such  requests  were 
made  by  traders,  whilst  complaints  from  the  public  numbered  twelve. 
The  food  is  examined  immediately,  and  there  was  no  necessity  to  in- 
stitute legal  proceedings  in  respect  of  any  unsound  foodstuffs  sold  or 
exposed  for  sale  within  the  Borough.

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(4)  Meat  Marking 

During  the  year  no  animals  were  stamped  with  the  mark  ap- 
proved by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

(5)  Adulteration 

The  County  Council  are  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  within 
the  Borough  and,  as  such,  take  routine  samples  of  food  and  drugs  for 
the  purpose  of  detecting  adulteration. 

(6)  Registered  Premises 

The  number  of  premises  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  is  as  follows  :

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The  above  figures  show  an  increase  of  seven  on  the  number  of 
premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream.  The  number  of  premises 
registered  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice-cream  decreased  by  one, 
but  at  only  two  of  these  premises  is  ice-cream  now  made.  In  all  cases, 
the  premises  were  inspected  and  any  necessary  improvements  effected 
before  registration  was  granted  by  the  Council. 

(7)  loe-Cream 

The  bulk  of  the  ice-cream  sold  in  the  district  is  pre-packed  ice- 
cream obtained  from  the  larger  national  and  provincial  firms.

Xote. — Owing  to  the  numerous  factors  governing  the  hygienic 
quality  of  ice-cream  and  to  the  experimental  error  of  the  laboratory 
itself,  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too  much  attention  to  the  bacteriological 
results  on  any  given  sample.  Judgment  should  be  based  rather  on  a 
series  of  samples.  It  is  suggested  that  over  a six-monthly  period  50 
per  cent,  of  a vendor’s  samples  should  fall  into  Grade  1,  80  per  cent,  in 
Grades  1 or  2,  not  more  than  20  per  cent,  into  Grade  3 and  none  in 
Grade  4. 


It  is  further  suggested  that  if,  out  of  the  four  grades  recommended, 
ice-cream  consistently  fails  to  reach  Grades  1 or  2,  it  would  be  reasonable 
to  regard  this  as  indicating  defects  of  manufacture  or  of  handling  which 
call  for  further  investigation. 
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The  results  show  that  the  percentages  suggested  were  not 
obtained.  Considerable  trouble  was  experienced  over  a period  of  two 
months  with  regard  to  ice-cream  manufactured  by  one  firm  outside  the 
Borough.  During  this  period  many  samples  were  taken  and  numerous 
deliveries  of  ice-cream  were,  at  the  request  of  this  department,  collected 
by  the  manufacturers  and  withdrawn  from  stock.  As  a result  of 
collaboration  with  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  districts  where 
the  ice-cream  was  manufactured  and  of  the  district  in  which  was 
situated  the  “buffer”  storage  depot,  the  fault  was  eventually  traced  and 
rectified.  Subsequent  check  samples,  both  in  transit  and  from  re- 
tailers, proved  to  be  of  a high  standard  and  no  trouble  has  since  been 
experienced.
